SOVIET SUCCESSES 


MOSCOW, Monday.—The Soviet 
News Agency reported to-night that 
Russian troops were successfully at- 
tacking on the eastern bank of the 
river—N.—and the Germans had been 
driven from strongly-fortified positfons. 
Six German counter-attacks were beaten 
off with heavy losses. 

The Agency added: ‘‘ Our units killed 
and wounded over 600 officers and men 
and captured anti-tank guns, heavy 
machine-guns and automatic weapons. 
Fighting continues. Captured German 
troops wore canvas underwear and 
women’s shawls for warmth.” 

According to the German radio's 
version of the Leningrad operations, a

PORTS CUT OFF 

LONDON, Monday.—German radio 
claimed to-night that on the northern 
front, Germans operating in the rear 
of Soviet troops had derailed 14 Soviet 
trains. In the Sebastopol area five 
German formations, supported by 
Stukas, ‘“‘ prevented the escape of 
fleeing Soviet troops, claimed the an- 
nouncer, adding that one Stuka scored 
a direct hit on two crowded Soviet 
transport ships, one of 500 tons and 
the other of 250 tons. The destruc- 
tion of these ships means that the 
masses of men and materials remain- 
ing in the Crimea cannot be removed,’ 
the spokesman added. ‘With the 
capture of Kerch, the German and 
Rumanian troops now stand facing the 
Caucasian foreground. The Straits 
of Kerch are-closed to all Soviet traffic. 
This means that ports on the eastern 
shore of the Sea of Azov, from Ros- 
tov to Temryuk, are cut off from all 
water with the 
south.’’—( Reuter.) 

Two more Soviet armed trawlers are 
stated to have been attacked by Ger- 
man ‘planes while plying in Crimean 
waterm. They took refuge at Inebolu, 
a small Turkish port on the Black Sea 
coast of Anatolia. Their crews were 
interned.—( Reuter.) 


SEBASTOPOL BEING 
EVACUATED 


GERMAN FRONTIBR, Monday.— 
The Germans are understood to have 
in the Crimea no fewer than three 
armoured divisions, nine infantry 
divisions and two cavalry brigades. 
The whole of this force is being cease- 
lessiy hurled in wave after wave 
against Sebastopol. German reports 
assert—and the Russians do not deny 
it—that the evacuation of Sebastopol! 
by sea is going on, as well as the 
murderous Clerseae dive-bombing per- 
mits, but losses of Russian ships 
cannot be prevented. That the 
Russians themselves reckoned on the 
possible fall of Kerch was indicated by 
the strenuous efforts being made on 
the eastern side of the narrow straits 
dividing Kerch from the mainland, 
with the object of blocking any Ger- 
man landing and preventing an ad- 
vance along the Kuban River.—(7'imes 
Telegram, copyright, per Press Associa- 
tion.) 


SOVIET COMMUNIQUE . 


The Soviet midnight communique 
states:—‘‘ During November 17 our 
troops fought the enemy on all fronts. 
Fighting was especially violent on the 
Kalinin front and in one sector of the 
South-Western front. Twenty-one Ger- 
man aircraft were destroved on No- 
vember 16. We lost six aircraft. 
Eleven German aircraft were brought 
down near Moscow on November 16, 
and not three, as previously reported. 

“On November 16 Soviet aircraft 
destroved 60 German tanks, 250 lorries 
carrying infantry and military supplies, 
over 150 carts, 14 field pieces, and 
tank cars with petrol, and annihilated 
about two enemy infantry regiments.”’

“HALF A MILLION ARMED 
FANATICS " 


Half a million desperate fanatics, 
armed to the teeth, might be launched 
by air on these islands next spring, 
said Lord Strabolgi, addresswg ‘he 
Birmingham Rotary Club luncheon yes.

‘These will not be sufficient for the 
conquest of these islands, in view of 
our great strength at home and our 
naval and military ascendancy; but 
enough of these young Nazi brutes, 
with explosives and fire-raising equip- 
ment, might alight on our inland dis- 
tricts to do immense damage to com- 
munications, war industries and other 
vital objectives.

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U.S. COAL STRIKE 
SPREADS 


GOVERNMENT ACTION 
DEMANDED 


ASHINGTON, Monday.— 
With 53,000 miners 
already on strike, sympathy 
strikes in at least fifteen other 
mines outside the steel com- 
panies captive muines inten- 
sified the coal deadlock to-day. 

The annual Convention of the Con- 
gress of Industrial Organisations, 
which opened to-day at Detroit, 
unanimously adopted the Executive 
Board's resolution of unqualified sup- 
port for the United Mine workers in 
the '' 5 a ** mines dispute. 

Mr. John Lewis, leader of the United 
Mineworkers, informed President 
Roosevelt by letter to-day that his 
union had refused to accept an open 
shop agreement in the captive coal- 
mines because it would invalidate other 
agreements operating throughout the 
soft coal mining industry. 


THE UNION SHOP 


Mr. Lewis maintained that the 
executives oí. two steel companies, Mr. 
Benjamin Fairless, of the U.S. Steel 
Corporation, and Mr. Frank Purnell, 
of the Youngstown Sheet and Tube 
Corporation were ready to sign the 
union shop agreement,, but that Mr. 
Eugene Grace, President of the 
Bethlehem Steel Corporation, pre- 
vented them. 

The miners rose and cheered when 
Mr. Lewis challenged his Congressional 
critics “ to divest themselves of their 
Congressional immunity and walk up 
to John Lewis and call him a traitor.’ 

At the same time, in Congress, Mr. 
Cox, Democratic representative for 
Georgia, and acting Chairman of the 
House Rules Committee, was urging 
swift action on legislation to curb 
etrikes in defence industries without 
waiting for a settlement of the coal 
mines issue. Advocating quick action 
by the Government to prevent strikes, 
Mr. Cox urged Congress to ‘‘ do its 
duty” in an immediate show-down 
with labour, and deplored that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was “ still in the talk- 


ing ax; xa 

Mr. Rayburn, Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, stated that -the 
House would be given an opportunity 
for a debate on defence strike legis- 
Jation “ at the earliest date consistent 
with proper consideration.” 


GOVERNMENT ACTION 

Both workers and owners of the 
tightiv-closed ‘‘ captive’? mines to- 
day awaited a Government móve to 
break the deadlock that is choking off 
the supply of fuel to the vital defence 
industries. Washington observers ex- 
pected President Roosevelt to order 
decisive counter measures, probably 
later to-day, but the strike slowly 
spread to commercial mines, even in 
the face of the Government threat to 
use troops to break the shut-down.

The steel companies’ representatives, 
Dr. Grace, Mr. Piaell and Mr. Fair- 
less, conferred with President Roose- 
velt for an hour t®day at the White 
House. Denying Mr. Lewis's state- 
ment, that they were divided whether 
or not to accept the Union shop de- 
mands, all three emphasised that thev 
had no difference of opinion, and that 
they would submit a report to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt.—(Reuter and Asso- 
ciated Press.) 


INDIAN LEADER 
IN GERMANY 
‘PACT TO SEND ARMY” 


NEW DELHI, Monday.—Axis broad- 
casts, it is learned here, have confirmed 
the statement made by Mr. Conran 
Smith, Home Secretary, to the Council 
of State, that Subhas Chandra Bose, 
the Indian leader, is in Germany. A 
Japanese broadcast in Hindustani on 
November 12 said: ‘‘ Rashbehari Bose, 
President of the Indian Independent 
League in Japan, has sent a-con- 
gratulatory telegram to Subhas Bose 
on his safe arrival in Germany. Subhas 
Bose disappeared from India. in 
January, 1941. It is now learned that 
he has reached Germany and has signed 
a pact with Germany for sending an 
army to free India.’ The presence of 
Bose in Germany was also broadcast 
in Hindustani from an Italian station 
the same day.—/( Reuter.)

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DROGHEDA SCHOOL 


IN DANGER 
MAY CLOSE AFTER 
270 YEARS 


Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


z= HE suggestion that the Drogheda 


From 


Grammar School, with its 
famous history and long tradi- 
tion. should be permitted to close 
down, for lack of financial support, to 
re-establish it upon a sound basis, has 
deeply stirred the consciences of the 
Protestant people, North and South. 
When I visited Drogheda yesterday | 
found everywhere a firm determination 
to prevent what they regarded would 
be a calamity not only to the town, 
but a grave reflection upon the Pro- 
testant community in Ireland. 
Drogheda Grammar School, in a 
celebrated town that. has given its 
share to Irish history, was founded in 
1669, during the reign of Charles II., 
and for 270 years has carried out effec- 
tively the work prescribed in its 
ancient charter. The school owed its 
existence to Erasmus Smith, an Alder- 
man of the City of London, who 
devoted much of his life to promoting 
education, and established a number of 
schools in Ireland. Many famous men 
were educated at the school, including 
the Duke of Wellington, Henry 
yrattan, the famous Irish Parliamen- 
tary Leader, and the Right Hon. John 
Foster, the last Speaker pf the Irish 
Parliament. As an instance of its im- 
portance in older days it might be 
mentioned that the Irish Parliament, 
in March, 1782, the House went into 
recess so that many of its members 
could attend the prize day at the 
school. 


HOME FROM HOME 


Under circumstances to which I will 
refer in a further article to-morrow the 
school was continued -in 1939 by a 
local sub-committee, after the Erasmus 
Smith Trust had decided to close it 
following the prolonged litigation and 
loss sustained by the Trust a few years 
ago. 

his new committee appointed the 
present energetic and capable Head- 
master, Mr. W. Fleming Thompson, 
B.Sc. (Hon.), A.R.C.8c.I., H.Dip. 
Education (Hon.), and when I visited 
the school vesterday I found a splendid 
tone prevailing in the whole establish- 
ment. The relationship between the 
pupils and staff were ideal, and 
the whole atmosphere of the place 
reflected a friendly and Christian spirit 
animating teachers and pupils. It was 


not a school as generally understood, | 


but a home from home for boarders 
and day pupils alike, with excellent 
catering and _ plenty of facilities for 
recreation and study, under close per- 
sonal supervision of the staff. At 
present the school has about 52 pupils, 
and half of these are boarders. There 
is accommodation for over eighty 
boarders, so it wili be seen that the 
accommodation is ample and the in- 
dividual attention given to the teach- 
ing bv the staff is superior to many 
secondary schools. The staff consists 
of three assistants, two of whom are 
graduates with academic distinctions. 
There is also a preparatory department 
for boys and girls from 9 to 12. 

The school buildings have been gsuit- 
ably adapted to present-day require- 
ments, vet, care has been taken to 
rotain the old-world features that have 
lost little of their original beauty and 
charm. As might be expected, with 
a headmaster an honours graduate in 
science, the science room is as well 
equipped with modern apparatus as 
any secondary school in Ireland. The 
Intermediate department curriculum 
consists of courses approved by the 
Minister of Education in the following 
subjects :—Latin, French, English, 
Irish, mathematics, science, history, 
geography, commerce and singing. The 
games include Rugby, hockey, cricket, 
tennis and athletics, under the super- 
vision of the headmaster, and there are 
modern physical culture classes and 
school troops of Scouts and Guides, with 
Cub and Brownie packs for prepara- 
tory pupils, and, during the winter a 
debating soviety for upper form pupils, 
There is a school workshop for boys, 
and senior girls are taught needlework 
and «cookery. There is a three-acre 
playing field almost adjoining the 
school; alao hard and grass tennis 
courts, The whole facilities of the 
school are up-to-date and under excel- 
lent supervision of the staff and 
matron. To-morrow I will deal with 
the financial position and the need for 
outside help to secure a permanently 


sound basis for future progress.

Already approved by the 
Budget Committee, it will go to- 
morrow before the House of Peers, 
where its passage without revision is 
anticipated.— (Reuter. ) 


ANTI-AXIS PACT 


CHUNGKING, Monday. — The 
Foreign Minister of the Chinese 
Government, Mr. Quo Tai-chi, to-day 
hinted at the formation of a Four- 
Power alliance in opposition to the 
Axis in the. Orient. Discussing the 
Oriental crisis, he said: “All the 
signs seem to point in the direction of 
an A.B.C.D. Alhance’’ (America, 
— China, and Dutch East 
ndies). ‘* The forces of aggression are 
openly banded together, so why not 
the forces opposed to aggression? ” he 
asked. | 

An immediate combined offensive by 
the democracies against Japan was 
called for by General Chiang Kai-shek. 
“ Chinese resistance,” he said, “ has 
reached a very critical and decisive 
stage. The unity of Great Britain, the 
United States, China, Soviet Russia, 
and the Netherlands East Indies, 
means the end of Japanese aggression. 
A Japanese attack on Yunnan—the 
Burma Road province—will be the 
preliminary to an attack on Singapore, 
Burma and Thailand. 

‘* Japan’s next step after her south- 
ward expansion into Indo-China,’ he 
said, ‘‘ would be the invasion of 
Yunnan. China is fully prepared to 
meet any eventuality. The  anti- 
a Powers have already com- 
pleted all the neecssary military pre- 
parations in the Far East, which have 
heen made possible by China’s four 
years’ resistance. 


‘* ATTACK NOW ” 

“Mr. Kurusu’s mission to Washing- 
ton cannot succeed, since Japanese 
aggression in China is alse directed at 
foreign Powers. To uphold the nine- 
Power pact and protect foreign busi- 
ness, rights and interests, Great 
Britain and the United States cannot 
compromise with Japan.’’ 

Declaring that the democracies 
should launch a combined immediate 
offensive against Japan, the Marshal 
argued that the best strategy is to 
attack the enemy's weakest point. 
‘‘ With the stabilisation of the Russian 
front, and the establishment of British 
supremacy in the Mediterranean, this 
is the best time to fight Japam Japan 
must be defeated before next spring, 
when the German armiés may have 
reached the Near East, creating the 
danger of the Japanese and German 
armies establishing a junction on the 
Asiatic. mainland. We are confident 
that Mr. Churchill and President 
Roosevelt will not permit this to 
happen.’

U.S. AND OFFENSIVE

Tuesday.—A special communiqué on 
the Finnish question was issued by the 
Soviet Forei Commissariat early 
yesterday, said Moscow radio, states

The Finnish Note ‘‘reaches the acme 
of falsity when it states that it was 
not Finland who, jointly with Ger- 
many, attacked the Soviet Unica, and 
that it was not Finland who violated 
the peace treaty with the U.8.8.R., 
but that the Soviet Union allegedly 
attacked Finland.”’

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LUCKY GIRLS OF BAGENALSTOWN - 


BENEFITS OF DANIEL 
McGRATH LEGACY 
FORTUNE no longer is just 


round the corner in this 
South County Carlow town, 
because £40,000 has landed 
plump in the middle of the main 
street, and since it fell it has 
talked louder than words, says 
our reporter, writing yesterday 
from Bagenalstown. 
In other words, Bagenalstown 
having come into the news, is 
going into action, 


A couple of weeks ago when a reader 
there opened his. /rish Times and 
received one of the greatest shocks of 
his life—sensations occur in Bagenals- 
town about once in a century—there 
was such demand for the news that 
people went as far as Carlow to get 
a copy of the paper. Out of a £93,000 
estate, the late Mr. Daniel McGrath. 
a Dublin tea merchant, had left £40.000 
to his native town. To-day when the 
residents opened their ZJrish Times 
they had supplementary good news; 
and while they were-delighted to learn 
that the town is to have a town hall, 
even if it should cost £15,000, with 
£7,500 as an endowment for its upkeep, 
£10,000 as a fund for the distribution 
of marriage dowries among deserving 
poor Catholic girls, £2,500 for a sports- 
field and swimming pool, sums of 
money for. six or eight almshouses for 
old people, and a _ possibility of 
improvements to the primary schools, 
the memorial trustees found it difficult 
to believe that their secret was. out. 


THREE BROTHERS 


Behind the splash caused’ by the 
windfall along the banks of the Barrow 
—thev have , bre talking about it for 
several days—lies the story of three 
bachelor brothers who left their little 
shop 1n Bagenalstown over 50 vears ago 
to seek their fortune. Unlike the people 
in the fairy tales, they stuck together, 
and, in Dublin, joined the tea importing 
firm of Messrs. Baker and Wardell. 
Mr. Edmund McGrath, and the late 
Mr. Daniel McGrath and Mr. Pierce 
McGrath travelled the country sellin 
tea for some years before they decided 
to go into business for themselves. 


| They started off at 3 Bachelor's Walk, 


Dublin, and their firm prospered with 
the years) Mr. Edmund McGrath, the 
only surviving member of it, being 
responsible for its direction. 

'p to a week before his death, Mr. 
Daniel McGrath still conducted the 
business of his firm in various parts of 
the country. “ The people here knew 
he was well off,’’ a woman who knew 
him said, “ but they never expected 
that he would leave the money here, 
because he was a hard man in busi- 
eS 

The benefits of the legacy are not 
confined to the townsfolk, but extend 
to some 5,000 people who are in the 
parish, which includes a couple of large 
townlands. The plans for the spend- 
ing of the money are being made by 
the parish priest, the Very Rev. A. 
Lynam; Mr. E. Brown, managing 
director of Messrs. Brown anc 
Crostwaith, and Mr. T. Connolly, a 
prominent business man, in addition to 
Mr. Shiell, They are not allowing 
grass to grow under their feet. Within 
a couple of weeks they have submitted, 
in accordance with the terms of Mr. 
McGrath’s will, rough plans and 
estimates which have proved satisfac- 
tory to the trustees of the will, and 
now are being considered by the Com- 
missioners of Charitable Donations 
and Bequests. “ Of course,” said Mr. 
Shiell, “we have different opinions 
about what should be done; but we 
have to work within the framework of 
the will. The testator wanted to grve 
the benefit of his bequest to his friends 
and acquaintances in Bagenalstown 
(Muinebeag), while still they are alive, 
and we aim at getting things done at 
once, and seeing to it, as far as it is 
yossible to do so, that the money will 
he well spent.

ARMY 


£77,000,000 FOR THE NAVY 


WASHINGTON, Monday.—President 


Roosevelt has asked Congress for an. 


additional sum oof approximately 
£1,672,000,000 for the. Army, over half 
of which is earmarked for ordnance. 

The Estimates included 388,000,000 
dollars for expediting production of de- 
fence uipment and supplies, and 
269,000, dollars for the Army of the 
Philippines. President Roosevelt alsu 
recommended a provision which would 
permit the Secretary for War to make 
disposition under the Lend-Lease Act 
of any equipment bought for the Army 
since March 11, 1941.

asked for £77,000,000 for the Navy, in-: 


cluding 120,000, dollars for defence 
installations on merchant ships, pre- 
sumably guns for use against submarine 
attacks, as authorised Con in 
the revision of the.

This 
is not a new idea in this country. For 
many years now a similar scheme has 
been in operation in Rush, Co. Dublin. 
where a fund left by the Palmer family 
is providing five marriage portions of 
£20 each for girls who are natives of 
Rush. In this instance, however, there 
is the requirement that the girls must 
be married in May, the idea of the 
testator being apparently the killing of 
a superstition against marriage in that 
month. Invested at ó per cent.. the 
sum suggested by the Memorial 


Trustees in Bagenalstown will bring in | 


twelve portions of £25 annually. ‘‘ It 
will be a very welcome encouragement 
to young girls here.” Mr. Connolly 
stated. ‘‘The population of the town 
has been stationary for the last twenty 
years, and the marriage rate is very 
low.” . 

Already -there ig. at. leas one 
claimant to a marriage portion under 
the scheme, and Father Luain, whe 
takes his responsibility in this respect 
seriously, is worried He wants to 
clear up any doubts there may be as 
to when the scheme will begin to 
operate, because he feels that it cannot 
come into force until the interest is 
earned. He said that among the 5,000 
people in the parish they had 14 wed- 
dings last year—‘‘ quite good, con- 
sidering the condition of the marriage 
rate in this country,” he observed. 
‘‘Abott eight of them.” he thought, 
‘would have qualified for the dowry. 
The trouble in the country has been 
that the mothers will marry off the 
daughters if they can, but they will 
keep the sons at home.” 

For the greater part the 
Bagenalstown are shy maidens. There 
are exceptions, however, and one of 
them who made brave to talk was quite 
direct about it. ‘‘ Of course it will be 
welcomed by every poor girl in the 
parish. Many of them get married 
without a pound in their pocket,” she 
said, “ and they will be very glad to 
have the handling of £25 to buy a bed, 
a dresser, table, and some chairs.”’

U.S. STORY OF ITS 
SEIZURE

THE Axis ship which was 

seized by a United States 
cruiser in the South Atlantic on 
November 6 was taken to San 
Juan, Porto Rico, under United 


States escort yesterday. i 

Last night the Navy Department in 
Washington made an announcemént 
identifying the German motor-ship, 
Odenwald, with the seized Axis 
merchantman. The Odenwald, the 
Navy Department added, left Yoko- 
hama two months ago. She made her 
way round Cape Horn, and is believed 
to have headed for Bordeaux. 

The Odenwald’s cargo consisted of 
more than 3,000 tons of baled raw 
rubber, many American-made motor- 
car tyres, with inner tubes, and bags 
of peanuts and rice. 

All but one of the 12 officers and 
men of the Odenwald were transferred 
to the cruiser. 

The Navy Department states that 
the Odenwald used the name “ Will- 
moto, of Philadelphia, and flew the 
American flag fore and aft. Flags 
were fixed or painted on other parts of 
the ship. : 


SEEN AT DAWN 


The disgúised Odenwald was first 
sighted at dawn some 11 miles from 
the cruiser. A searchlight signal 
brought no reply, and when the cruiser 
drew officers were given to 
understand that the vessel was bound 
from Cape Town. A continuous stream 
of packages was observed being thrown 
overboard, and the cruiser’s com- 
mander, being suspicious, ordered a 
boarding party to investigate. As the 
sailors left the cruiser the Odenwald 
hoisted the international code flag, with 
the signal meaning: “ [ am sinking; 
please send boats. 

Two explosions then occurred. Life- 
boats were put over the sides, and 
two men leapt from the deck into the 
sea. When the Americans were told 
that the ship would sink in twenty to 
thirty minutes the cruiser’s Comman- 
der sent a repair party to save the 
scuttled vessel. 

The Navy Department added : ‘‘The 
German crew were disappointed that 
the -ship did not sink. They gave no 
co-operation at all.” The identity of 
the eye-witness is not divulged in the 
account. 


‘** WAR PRISONERS ” 
The Odenwald, a vessel of 5,098 


tons, on arriving at San Juan, 
was proceeding under her own power. 
It is understood that prompt action 
will be brought in the United States 
Court for the forfeiture of the ship, 
which is listed as owned by the 
Hamburg America Line, for disguising 
herself illegally as a United States 
merchantman.—( Reuter.) 

lt was announced in Washington late 
on Sunday night, says Associated 
Press, that an Axis merchant ship, 
falsely flying American colours, was 
captured in Atlantic Equatorial waters 
at dawn on November 6 by a United 
States cruiser. It was thought likely 
in Washington that the crew of the 
Axis ship had been taken aboard the 
cruiser, and would be turned over to 
the Department of Justice when the 
cruiser put them ashore. 

The men represent the United States’ 
first experience of ‘‘ prisoners of war ” 
since the Navy was ordered to “' shoot 
at sight.” 

A Reuter telegram from Washing- 
ton last night stated that the use of 
the word “subjects” in the Navy 
Department’s announcement concern- 
ing the seizure of the Axis merchant- 
man wonid appear to suggest that the 
vessel was Italian or Japanese, since 
Germans are citizens. Officials say 
that the word was used advisedly.

an incident of war that is par- 
ticularly instructive and which 
merits careful analysis. First of all, 
it should be grasped that the sinking 


with the destruction of the Italian con- 
voy some days previously. The latter 
action took- place in the Ionian Sea, 
somewhere eastward from Sicily: it 
was, therefore, the work of the Alex- 
andria squadron. Ark Royal, on the 
contrary, belonged to Admiral Somer- 
ville’s Gibraltar squadron and was 


harbour, sinking near home. 

The next point to note is that the 
ship was sunk as a result of submarine 
torpedo attack—again proving the 
superiority of that weapon at sea over 
the aerial bomb. It will be recalled 
how in January this year Illustrious, 
a similar ship, survived a hit by a 
heavy bomb in the same waters. The 
fact is, of course, that damage above 
the water does not sink a ship. It may 
blow her to bits—if. she is small or 
lightly constructed—but this is not so 
easy in the case of a big, modefn ship, 
built expressly for war. The Ark 
Royal actually held afloat for twelve 
honors. i 


VULNERABLE SHIPS 


At .that. the aircraft. carrier is 
vulnerable for a big ship. Her length 
ia about the same as that of a battle- 
ship, while nhe is much higher in the 
water. Naturally, her construction and 

rotection are far less robust also. 

his was especially the case in the 
older types—i.e., converted liners: the 
modern carriers are a good deal 
stouter. For all that, Britain has now 
lost no fewer than three of these ships 
during the present war: one early in 
the war, one at the close of the Nor- 
wegian campaign, and the Ark Royal 
now. Britain has some six new carriers 
aswell as three older ones—laid down 
since the Ark Royal. Three of these are 
wnown to be in service and a fourth 
almost certainly is so, too. The other 
pair may be looked for early next 
year. eyond these, the only way to 
increase the number quickly would be 
to convert a couple of fast liners. Ad- 
mittedly, such are nowadays rather a 
makeshift, but they would have their 
uses for secondary tasks and in less 
active theatres of operations. The 
number of aircraft carried on these 
ships is normally from 60 to 70. 


SEA CONTROL 


In the wider, general war sphere, 
Mr. Ale inder, the First Lord of the 
Admira, /, has said : ‘‘We shall avenge 
the Ark Royal as we avenged the 


Hood.’’ ‘There is, of course, no 
anal at all between the two cases, 
The Hood was sunk by the Bismarck 


—the most formidable surface-ship the 
Germans possessed. The way to 
counter that was to go after the raider 
and get her, to which end a complete 
campaign was organised forthwith—in 
which, incidentally, the Ark Royal 
took a very important part. There 
was nothing similar about the sinking 
of the carner herself; she was, on the 
contrary, torpedeed in a routine way, 
as it were. The plain lesson is that 
Britain does not yet possess such con- 
trol in the Mediterranean as i; neces- 
sary for herself—and for her Allies. 
That control can only be secured by 
systematic offensive operations embrac- 
ing land and air, as well as sea. 

At the present moment, we are wit- 
nessing in the Black Sea a quite in- 
structive object-lesson in how to strive 
for control of a sea, which is a matter 
of driving the adversary. away from 
his hold on the shores of any given 
sea. If he eannot be driven away en- 
tirely, he may be forced away from 
certain important positions. The 
Germans in the Black Sea theatre are 
seeking this result, even in face of an 
important inferiority in the strictly 
naval department of the fighting. 


THE CAUCASUS 


It will be interesting to watch the 
next German move—assuming, which 
is likely, that they succeed in occupy- 
ing the entire Crimean side of the 
Straits of Kertch. Will they mark 
time there, shift the spearhead of their 
attack to Rostov-on-Don, and strike 
for the Lower Volga’? Or will they 
try to force a crossing of the Straits. 
turn the Don from the South, and 
seize Novoronisk’ This jast is a more 
strictly ‘‘ Caucasian ” operation; and 
for purposes of our present examina- 
tion, the first thing to know is, what 
is the Caucasus? “We all know where 
it is, and that it contains oil-wells.

RRETING of Agriculture. PETE 
MARKETING OF TURKEYS. 
Producers of turkeys are advised 
that, owing to difficultie of transport 
they should arrange for the gradual 
sale of their finished turkeys between 
now and the i2th December. Under 
the new marketing arrangements the 
usual variation in the export price of 
turkeys will not take place this season, 
so that nothing is to be gained by 
keeping back birds which are ready 
for sale. In order to reduce, as far as 
ible, risks of loss through delays 
n transit, which are certain to arise 
unless substantial exports take place 
earlier than usual, it is essential that 
producers should market about 30 per 
cent. of their birds before the’ end 
of November and about 60 per cent. 
in the first half of December. Back- 
ward birds should be retained for 
further feeding. as they can be sold in 
January without danger of a drop 
in price. 

In this connection it is important 
that in places where it has been cus- 
tomary for Market Authorities to hold 
special turkey markets they should 
arrange to hold at least one such 
market before the end of November 
for the accommodation of producers 
and buyers.

Singapore. Simultaneously with the 
Marshal’s appeal comes a speech by 
General Tojo, the Japanese Premier, which 
hardly is calculated to improve Mr. 
Kurusu’s prospects of a happy conclusion 
to his visit. In effect, General Tojo states 
the terms on which Japan is prepared to 
live in amity with America. In the first 
place, the United States and all “third 
Power” must refrain from any inter- 
ference in the “China incident.’’ In the 
next place, they must call off their 
economic blockade of Japan, and must 
restore normal] trade relations. If these, 
in fact, are the conditions which Mr. 
Kurusu has been instructed by his 
Government to offer, it is scarcely sur- 
prising that, in General Tojo’s words, 
“the prospects held out by negotiations 
remain uncertain.’’ Such conditions would 
mean the end of British and American 
power in the Pacific, as well as the 
destruction of Chinese resistance; for 
without American arms the Chinese— 
splendidly as they have fought so far, and 
splendidly as, without doubt, they would 
continue to fight for a time—would stand 
little hope of victory. They would mean, 
moreover, a moral defeat of the first 
magnitude for the democracies and a 
corresponding resurgence of prestige for 
the “ Axis” alliance. 

The rumour of a possible Japanese 
assault upon the Soviet Union’s Far 
Eastern Army has languished, if only for 
the time being. It seems to be the accepted 
view that, if Japan decides to strike, she 
will strike in the South—more or less Ae 
Marshal Chiang Kai-shek suggests. If so, 
will the Americans move? A few monthe 
ago the understanding was that they would 
take action against Japan only if she 
should advance upon British possessions— 
or, of course, their own—but the temper 
of recent speeches by leading statesmen 
implies that they will not require so great 


a degree of provocation. These speeches 
have associated China’s. cause very 
intimately with that of the great 


democracies ; and the implication has been 
that, if Japan staris a fresh campaign 
against the Chinese Nationalists, the 
United\ States will be compelled to take 
a hand. The fact of the matter is that 
there are not two wars, one in Europe and 
the other in Asia; both are part and 
parcel of the same war. Great Britain’s 
success or failure against Germany depends, 
in very large measure, upon the amount 
of help that she receives, and can expect, 
from the United States. That amount of 
help, in turn, depends upon the relations 
between the United States and Japan. 
So long as the Chinese can abserb the 
greater part of Japan’s energy, so long 
the Americans can afford to send the bulk 
of their supplies across the Atlantic; but, 
if Chiang Kai-shek’s resistance should 
crack, Japan would become automatically 
almost as formidable a menace to the 
United States and Britain in the Pacific 
as Herr Hitler’s legions are in Europe. 
If the Russians wera sure of their ability 
to hold the German advance for, say, 
another six months, the two democracies 
might be tempted to try conclusions with 
the J apanete, and, as the phrase goes, to 
knock them out of the war during the 
winter; but, as matters stand, neither the 
British nor the Americans can afford to 
concentrate their attention upon the Far 
East. They must make a choice: either 
they can buy Japan off by means of 
extremely subetantial concessions, or they 
can defy her to the point of war. Either 
course, in view of the situation in Europe, 
is full of risk, but which is the more 
risky nobody can tell. Even the Japanese 
attitude is unknown. They must face even 
graver rieks than their opponents, and all 
logic insists that they would be the last 
to provoke a war between yellow and white 


man. Logic, however, does not seem to 


apply to these days.

Hungry Islanders 


At a meeting of the Galway County 
Council Finance Committee on Saturday 
last, Mr. J. J. Keane, T.D. referred 
to the plight of the 4,000 inhabitants of 
the islands of Annaghvane, Lettermore, 
Gorumna and [ettermullen, off the West 
coast of Galway. The inhabitants of these 
islands are in grave danger of famine if 
something is not done to ensure them 
regular supplies of food. Up to the 
present, supplies of food have been 
brought from the mainland in G.S.R. 
lorriés to the islands, which are connected 
to the mainland by a series of bridges ; 
but these bridges now have been condemned 
and the County Council cannot obtain 
the necessary steel to repair them at the 
present time. Nowadays, the supplies 
are brought over the Bealadangan Bridge 
to the first island, where they are trans- 
ferred to horse-drawn vehicles to be con- 
veyed to the other islands. In this way, 
several journeys of over fifteen miles must 
be made, and as these journeys may take 
two of threé days, supplies of food are 
few and far between. In this part of 
the world at present, according to reports, 
children frequently are forced to go to 
school after a breakfast of nothing more 
than potatoes, because the cupboards do 
not contain anything. more. This is a 
state of affairs which cannot be allowed 
to continue. Mr. Keane mentioned that, 
in order to help the islanders, one man 
had taken the risk, and had brought five 
tons of flour over the bridges in a lorry; 
but it was stated that, if more than three 
tons were taken over any of the bridges, 
or if the lorries attempted to cross the 
bridges at an excessive speed, there was 
a grave danger that they might collapse 
without warning. What little foodstuff 
does reach the islands is conveyed there at 
a considerable risk, and consequently the 
prices are absurdly high, especially for 
the meagre purses of the impoverished 
inhabitants of this district. There is only 
one solution to the problem, that mentioned 
by Alderman Miss Ashe, who pointed out 
that, since the G.8.R. lorries cannot cross 
the bridges, they should supply lighter 
vehicles on the first island, where the 
goods could be transferred to them. For 
the sake of the small extra cost which 
this system would require four thousand 
countrymen could be saved from the 
privations of hunger, or even starva- 
tion.

Peggy Dell 


Peggy Dell collects book-matches. She 
has 400 of them, plain and coloured, card- 
ull-match and tear-off 
match, from the Kit-Kat to Kamchatka, 
and from Budapest to Brownsville, Ky. 
She told me so on Sunday night while 
waiging to go on the Royal stage for her 
act with Mike Nolan. 

As a one-time fellow-sufferer from this 
most fascinating form. of  colleetor’s 
disease, I was able to sympathise. We 
compared notes. We may even get around 
to swapping later on. But Peggy is away 
ahead of me. Her exclusive 400—like 
New York’s—makes her an aristocrat to 
be envied from afar. 

The conversation turned on her career, 
and she told me that she made her pro- 
fessional début, as Peg Tisdall, at the age 
of nine years in the old Empire Theatre 
(now the Olympia) with Barney Arm- 
strong. Her father, the well-known Bill 
Tisdall, was flautist there for 25 vears. 
At thirteen she played the piano in Wool- 
worths—a ‘‘come-on”’ performance to 
potential purchasers of sheet music. 
Going from there to Fuller’s Restanrant. 
she next found herself at the Capitol 
Theatre piano—still as Peg Tiedall.

From the Capitol she went to London 
to do a song and piano act on the Pare- 
mount circuit. It was when Roy Fox’s 
talent scout, Len Urry, saw her at the 
Empire Theatre, Penge, and booked her 
for the Fox outfit, that she cha Pet = 
name to Peggy Dell. She joined on 
December 19th, 1932, and made her first 
broadcast from the B.B.C. on the Wad- 
— of that week. 

rhen Peggy and her mother went to 
London in 162_for four weeks—they re- 
tained their Dublin house, paid its rent 
monthly until their return to 1940. and 
are still living in it. In the house are 
20 dolls, which Peggy also collects, as well 
as 16 watches (each bnilt into something : 
brooches, leather straps, rings, handbags, 
compacts).

John Murray 


In the passing of John Murray, of Duke 
street, Dublin has lost another of its 
distinguished personalities. His old-world 
spectacle shop, with its sign of the 
Nelsonian mldahivenan made a quaint 
setting for his handsome and picturesque 
appearance. A paragraph in the “ Irish- 
man’s Diary’’ a few months ago suggested 
to his playful fancy a few verses on what 
the little wooden figure had surveyed in 
the century and a-halé of its existence. 

An old Clongownian, he was close on 
fifty years in Duke street, but he had 
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many interests outside his business. At 
one time he was the active head of the 
Dublin Musical and Dramatic Society, to 
which he had read numerons papers and 
poems. He was closely connected with 
the dawn of the Irish literary renaissance 
in the 90’s, when Dublin was full of zeal 
and expectation (even before George 
Moore came to Ely place), and when 
W. B. Yeats, A.E., and all the other 
young bards and writers foregathered on 
Sundays at Katherine Tynan’s hospitable 
house at Whitehall. 

His reading was equalled by his travels, 
which were extensive, and gave to his 
conversation a quality that will probably 
pass with his generation. Of his charity, 
which was endless and generous, som Í. 
those who were in need can speak—for he 
was above all things unostentatious. His 
friends will miss his polished wit and his 
wise counsel, and to his wife his loss is 
irreparable.

Cleopatra: Is it true that when they 
caught you on that island you 
were painted all over blue? 

Brittanus: Blue is the colour worn by 
all Britons of good standing. In 
war we stain our bodies blue; so 
that, though our enemies strip us 
of our clothes and our lives, they 
cannot strip us of our respecta- 
bility. 

If this had not been so fine and un- 
usual a production of Shaw’s comic 
melodrama, lines such as these might 
have flashed over merely to remind us 
that even this fairly early play was 
already in the full manner of that 
delicious satire which he was to make 
so familiar to us in his treatment of 
history. As it was, however, the 
magnificence of its settings and 
costumes seemed to take our minds a 
little away from the accustomed Shaw, 
and to make of “Caesar and Cleopatra”’ 
a larger play than it has been seen 
before. 

It is true that anyone seeking 
its rich enjoyment must try to put 
away from his mind all recollection of 
Shakespeare’s ‘‘Antony and Cleopatra.”’ 
The author himself has laid this down 
as the first essential to its proper 
understanding and appreciation. But 
it is not easy. Echoes of ‘‘ Antony 
and Cleopatra ’’ will keep coming back 
in spite of one’s efforts to see some- 
thing strangely different. And this 

roduction, in all its Javish splendour, 

Leloed only all the more to bring back 
the colouring that Shakespeare seized 
so wonderfully to make around one of 
the greatest of his women a brilliant 
fusion of classical elegance, Oriental 
voluptousness and gypsy sorcery. 


COMPOUND OF 
CONTRADICTIONS 
In this play she is only seventeen, 


the woman that Shakespeare saw, and 
although she is not so unlike some of 
the women whom Shaw has depicted, 
and must have appealed to him as a 
character he could handle, she does 
not appear to us as wholly his own 
creation. There is all the compound 
of contradictions which made the later 
woman, and all her consistent incon- 
stancy. The “rare Egyptian’’ belongs 
more truly to the other play. 

it is not so with Caesar — for 
the most of the play. In him we see 
not so much the Cesar who has been 
depicted by more reverent, yet, 
perhaps, less competent hands, but a 
great man handling with good humour 
all the difficulties of the events which 
his conquering purposes have gathered 
around him. The dramatist makes of 
him a comic figure, and the joke may 


T appear a little too long-drawn out, yet 


he emerges as Shaw’s conception of a 

great man. He is not overcome by a 

sense of his own power, and he is not 

to be drawn from his purpose by any 

wiles of women, whether passionate or 
etical. 

It is the clash of these two immortal 
figures, humorously seen, which makes 
the grand play that ‘‘ Cesar and 
Cleopatra’’ is. It goes cane 
than Shaw’s own special qualit 
of verbal wit, and even a 
it does not achieve the miracies 
of verbal melody of the play, whose 
memory occasionally flows over it, it 
has its noble scenes and its high 
dramatic moments. ; 

Of this production no praise could 
be too high, and the memorable play- 
ing of Cleopatra by Betty Chancellor 
and of Cesar by Hilton Edwards must 
stay for long to link with the great 
memories oi the Gaiety Theatre, which 
were celebrated on this occasion of 
the theatre’s seventieth birthday.

RAT POISON IN 


TARTS 


INQUEST ON CORK 
CHILD 


ORONER James McCabe, solicitor, 
LL. and a jury. yesterday investi- 
gated the circumstances oí the 
death of a four-year-old boy, John 
Corcoran, of 1 Lough road, Cork, which 
occurred at the North Infirmary, Cork, 
last Friday. The child’s mother had 
died earlier in the week, and at the 
inquest on her body the verdict was 
that death was due to acute phosphorus 
poisoning, self-administered while of 
unsound mind. 
At that inquest evidence was given 


ing how she called at a school for the 
child, took him to the cemetery, where 
her father’s grave is, and shared with 
him jam tarts and lemonade, which 
she had previously Feast with rat 
poison that she bought for the purpose. 

Evidence was then also given that, 
subsequent to a charge against the 
mother, Mrs. Julia Corcoran, of assault- 
ing another of her four children, the 
mother was placed in care of her sister, 
and the ga and children lived at 
another address. 

Yesterday Dr. Whelton said the con- 
dition of the child's organs was con- 
sistent with acute é. Éan, a wóih poison- 
ing. 


SALE OF THE POISON 

Evidence was given by William 
George Whittaker, pharmaceutical 
chemist, part owner and manager of 
Arthur Maynes, chemists, 100 Patrick 
street, Cork, of the sale of 74d. worth 
of Harrison g8 rat poison last Tuesday 
to a woman, who appeared to him per- 
fectly normal. 

Asked if he had entered the sale in 
the Poison Register, he replied: ‘‘No, 
it 1s not necessary.” He agreed that 
the poisonous element in rat poison 
was phosphorus, and added that the 
packet was labelled ‘‘ Poison,’’ and 
gave the name and address of the 
vendor. He did not inquire for what 
purpose the woman wanted the rat 
poison. In the packet that he sold, 
which contained 4 per cent. 
phosphorus, there was about an-ounce 
of the poison. 

Rte-examined by Inspector Lambert, 
the witness said he was not aware that 
in 1939 an Order was made adding 
Harrison’s rat poison to Schedule A, 
Part One of the Act of 1870. 

Coroner McCabe—Is that, the fact? 

Mr. McAuliffe, solicitor for Mr. 
Whittaker—It is not; if they say it is, 
let them produce the Order.

NO BLAME TO CHEMIST 
Addressing the jury, Mr. McAuliffe, 
solicitor, pointed out that every con- 
dition demanded by law had been ful- 
filled by the chemist. It was only fair 
that he should be cleared of all 
culpability in the matter. 
he Coroner agreed, and said he 
could not see how the smallest liability 
attached to Mr. Whittaker. It was 
‘clear that the poor woman had 
administered the poison to herself and 
the child. He suggested a verdict in 
accordance with the medical evidence, 
and the jury concurred.

Sr1r,—Some of our friends have called 
our attention to the fact that the 
published reports of the proceedings 
against two of the directors of á 
Jordan, Ltd., suggest that we may 
have been in some way negligent in 
our capacity as auditors to that com- 
pany. 
By reason of the sudden termination 
of the case, Mr. A. H. Walkey, one of 
our senior partners, was not called in 
evidence, and, accordingly, we had no 
opportunity to give details as to the 
scope of our audit, or the action which 
was taken by us. Neither was an 
opportunity afforded to us of stating 
the action which we had taken at the 
end of 1938, on receipt of a letter 
addressed to one of our partners, Mr. 
T. R. Beddy, which letter was read 
during the proceedings in the court. 

In view of these circumstances, we 
ask you to be good enough to publish 
this letter in order to remove any 
inference which might be drawn from 
the reports of the proceedings, that 
we were negligent in our duties as 
auditors to the company. When, in 
the course of last year’s audit, we 
discovered irregularities in the com- 
pany’s books, we took immediate 
action, and withheld the accounts pend- 
ing the strictest investigation, which 
had been set in motion before informa- 
tions were lodged. In connection with 
the letter addressed to one of our 

rtners at the end of 1938, we took 
immediate and proper action in regard 
to same. Our detailed statement of 
the action which we took was not pro- 
duced during the hearing. 

This letter is written to correct any 
misapprehension in the minds of the

“CITIES OF THE 
FUTURE ”’ 


“When the war is over every coun- 
try will stand on the edge of an 
abyss,’’ said Mr. Manning -Robert- 
son, in a lecture on “Cities of the 
Future,” at the meeting of the Presby- 
terian Association, in 16 St. Stephen s 
Green, Dublin, last night.

He seemed in no hurry to 
leave the icy-cold water till the girl 
was handed up the wall and eh 
landed on the quay, then swam to a 
ladder and jauntily climbed it, The 
gs one feels in witnessing such 
yravery of a fellow-citizen must be 
worth more than a fiver.”’ 

Mr. McCarthy handed the £5 to Mr. 
McCreevey. 

McCreevey showed the District 
Justice a letter which stated that a 
former employer had promised him a 
job, and Mr. McCarthy said he hoped 

e would get a-job. 

McCreevey. has received several 
letters congratulating him on-his pluck.
